“ A lamentable tragedy occurred tn the 
Eighth cavairy of the Indian army, sta- 
tioned at Jhansi (in the united provinces 
ot Agra and Oudh, British India). Two 
Mohammedan soldiers ran amuck in the 
lines, shooting and killing Maj. M. H. L. 
Gale and cutting down Lieut. Courtenay, 
who since has died of his wounds. 

The murderers ran toward the officers’ 
mess and on the way met and wounded 
Capt, Hudson. Turning towerd the ar- 
tillery barracks, they fired at a sergeant 
and a bombardier, wounding slightly the 
former and killing the latter. 

The murderers were pursued and shot 
down by a party of men of the regiment, 
led by two British officers, but not before 
they had fired at and killed another offi- 
cer, Capt. Cooper. 

“The two men are reported to have 
been of a morose and fanatical dispogi- 
ytion. They kept aloof from their com- 
rades.

The sinking of the Armenian seems to strengthen 
the position of the United States in its demands upon 
Germany. The submarine U-38 approached the 
freight liner as d commerce destroying cruiser 
would have done. It fired a shot actoss the bow to 
stop the ship, The Armenian chose to endeavor to 
escape. It was pursued and the submarine en- 
deavored to cripple it, as a cruiser would have done 
if the prize had run instead of submitting. 
The | was crippled and her plucky cap- 
tein had to surrender. Up to this point the pro- 
cedure was as much in accord with heretofore recog- 
nized sea law as it was in any of the cases in which 
the Emden or Karlsruhe took a prize; 

The sole important difference in the subsequent 
proceedings was that the members of the crew and 
the muleteers surviving the shelling of the ship 
were put off in small boats. If the commerce de- 
stroyer had been a cruiser they would have been 
taken on board. . 

The first American note to Germany conceded that 
it was virtually impossible for a submarine to stop 
and search a vessel The U-38 proved that it was 


marine fast, for a submarine The first note said 
that it was inhuman to make crews and passengers 
take to small boats and submit to exposure to hard- 
ship. That point has not been dwelt upon since. 

Submarines cannot do with all vessels endea vor- 
ing to escape as the U-88 cid with the Armenian, 
but a guaranty of certainty is not to be demanded 
for their use.

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WORM SYMPTOMS 
IFTY years ago the doctors attrib- 
P uted all sorts, of symptoms to 
worma Fits, St. Vitus’ dance, loco, 
were all charged to worms and, 
along with calomel and quinine, 
the medical men gave a few doses of 
worm medicine. They went too far, and 
the pendulum swung the other way. The 
up to date doctor of twenty-five years ago 
thought no symptoms resulted from 
worms, and he laughed et the mother 
who gave worm medicine every time her 
children got sick. Then came general 
knowledge of the prevalence of hook- 


back. 

By means of examination of the bowel 
movements and of the blood it is easily 
possible to find worms when they are 
present. The pendulum should now come 
to rest at about the right place. 

Some of the people get their opinions 
about worms from the teachings of fifty 
years ago, They give worm medicine 
indiscriminately. Others get their opin- 
tons from the teachings of twenty-five 
years ago. They do not give worm medi- 
eine at all. ‘

Ifany physician equipped with a micro- 
scope is able to tell when worms are pres- 
ent, now is the time for the next step. 
The next step is for the people to learn 
what symptoms suggest worms, so that 
a microscopic examination may be made 
and appropriate worm medicine be given. 
Dr. McNeill of Galveston tells in the 
Southern Medical Journal of the symp- 
toms of worms in grown people. He 
examined 1,500 people for intestinal par- 
asites. These people went into the South- 
ern Pacific hospital for all sorts of dis- 
eases. A large portion of them had in- 
testinal worms. In most of them the 
perasites caused no symptoms. In some 
the parasites caused symptoms that were 
interpreted as meaning typhoid fever, 
malaria, appendicitis, or consumption. 
— 

His conclusions are about as follows: 
If an adult has indefinite or unexplained 
pains in.the abdomen, he should suspect 
intestinal parasites. Colicky paine which 
come once a week or once a month are 
very suspicious. Ef there is a persisting 
tenderness in the appendix region or 
along the course of the colon, parasites 
are to be suspected. Parasites should be 
suspected in all cases of “ chronic or 
sub-acute appendicitis.” | 
Intestinal parasites should always de 


of such indefinite complaints as indi- 
gestion,” “cramps,” “billousness,”’ ‘mild 
diarrhea,”’ mild fevers,” “grip.” 

An adult having a diarrhea which per- 
sists in spite of a regulated diet should 
be suspicious of intestinal parasites. If 
there is a good deal of mucus in the bowel 
movements, he should suspect amoebic 
dysentery. 

If a grown person is pale, anemic, and 
flabby, tires easily. and is without energy, 
he should suspect hookworm.

Just celebrated without festivi- 
ties, but only by prayer and re- 
ligious services, the five hundredth 
anniversary of the bestowal of 
sovereign rank upon the house of Hohen- 
zollern. It is just 600 years ago that 
Frederick of Hohenzollern, Burgrave of 
Nuremberg, wae invested by Emperor 
Sigismund of Germany with the sover- 
eign electorship of Brandenburg and with 
the hereditary office of chamberlain of 
the Holy Roman empire. 
Three hundred years later, Frederick 
III., elector of Brandenburg, son and heir 
of the so-called great elector, trans- 
formed his electorate into the kingdom 
of Prussia, and 170 years afterwards the 
kings of Prussia became by the vote of the 
score of sovereign states of Germany 
president of the Germanic confederation 
with the title of German emperor. |

One has only to compare the map of the 
kingdom of Prussia of today with the 
chart of Brandenburg of the year 1415 in 
order to realize the phenomenal terri- 
torial growth of this one time electorate 
in the space of 500 years under Hohen- 
zollern rule, and it is well to bear in mind 
that every accession of territory has been 
obtained by means of the sword. 
There are some who claim that since 
Prussia owes its origin and growth tothe 
sword it ie destined to fall by the sword. 
Be this as it may, there ts one thing cer- 
tain—namely: that if the powers of the 
quadruple entente succeed in their de- 
signs of crushing, not Germany, but Prus- 
aia, of humbling it to the dust and of pre- 
venting it from ever becoming again a 
military menace to the peace of Burope, 
it is likely in that event to be restricted 
once more to the narrow limits of the 
original electorate of Brandenburg of five 
centuries ago.

(Lane), Dr. Hedin 
has nothing but praise for the German em- 
peror and his methods. It is noteurpris- 
ing that the English publisher of the book, 
Mr. John Lane, has felt called upon to 
make his explanations or apologies for 
publishing it. Mr. Lane insists upon the 
“honesty "' of Dr. Hedin's record. Per- 
haps if the kaiser wrote a book on the 
same subject he would be equally honest. 
Dr. Hedin sees the one side. He is anti- 
English and pro-German. Mr. Lane ad- 
mits that Dr. Hedin’s reflections are in- 
tensely irritating to any British subject, 
but he thinks it a good idea to occasion- 
ally twist the tail of the British Mon.” 
There are times when the tail of the Brit - 
ish lion might be twisted to advantage, 
but not in such times as these. Dr. Hedin 
also contributes à preface to this Eng- 
lish edition of his book. Most of it is 
written in answer to certain criticisms 
of Mr. William Archer. Mr. Archer Wok 
exception .to Dr. Hedin’ s outspoken con- 
tempt for England. Here he is mis- 
taken,“ writes Dr. Hedin, as he insists 
that he has no feelings of hatred towards 
England and never entertained any Ill 
will towards its great and admirable peo- 
ple. Then he goes on to say that the 
hatred of ‘England which pervades Ger- 
many is new—it began on the 4th of 
A 1914. to
